MOSCOW, July 12 (AP)— 
Premier Khrushchev warned to- 
day that resumption of Ameri- 
can U-2 spy flights over the 
Soviet Union would “heat the 
existing tension to boiling point 
and bring matters to the out- 
break of war.” 


The Soviet Premier made this 
statement at a Kremlin news 
conference in answer to a ques- 
tion about the possibility of re- 
newal of U-2 flights. He did not 
elaborate. 

Earlier, in a formal statement, 
Khrushchev charged the flight of 
the RB-47 reconnaissance plane 
shot down July 1 by a Soviet 
fighter demonstrated that United 
States policy is aimed at “pro- 
voking a serious military con- 
flict.” 

He also declared that this “new 
act of perfidy’’ demonstrated 
that President Eisenhower’s as- 
surance in Paris that the U-2 
flights over Soviet territory had 
been discontinued was ‘not 
worth a penny.” 


Claims Admissions. 


Khrushchev claimed the two 
surviving crewmen of tne Amer- 
ican plane, First Lt. John R. Mc- 
Cone of Tonganoxie, Kan., and 
First Lt. Freeman B. Olmstead 
of Elmira, N.Y., had admitted 
their plane ‘“‘was to have flown 
along the northern frontiers of 
the Soviet Union on an espio- 
nage mission.”’ , 

Khrushchev said he thought 
the Soviet Union would take the 
matter of the RB-47 to the United 
Nations — first to the Security 
Council and then to the General 
Assembly. But he added that no 
firm decision had been made on 
such action. 


Khrushchev said the Soviet 
government had delayed 11 days 
in announcing that the RB-47 
had been shot down in order to 
see what alibis the United States 
would come up with. He said 
frankly his government was hop- 
ing for another cover story like 
the initial explanation that the 
U-2 shot down on May 1 had 
been on a weather flight and 
had strayed inadvertently over 

iet territory. 
U.S. Admitted Spying. 

After the Russians announced 
the U-2 was shot down deep in 
Soviet territory and the pilot, 
Francis G. Powers, had admit- 
ted he was on a spy mission, 
the United States conceded it 
had been flying such espionage 
missions for several years.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
SHOWS $64 000 
INCREASE IN JUNE 


| By THOMAS W. OTTENAD 

A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 12 — An 

official of the Department of 
| Labor today sharply disputed a 
| claim by Senator John F. Ken- 
_nedy of Massachusetts that a 
Sharp rise in unemployment last 
_ month indicates a recession may 
be brewing. 

Referring to a rise of 964,000 
in unemployment between May 
and June, Seymour L. Wolfbein, 
| deputy assistant Secretary of 
| Labor, told a press conference: 
| “I don’t think this is a har- 
_binger of a recession. It was 
| generated by a record number 
| of teen-agers who entered the 
| labor force with the end of the 
' school year. 

“It is possible, of course, that 
an economic downturn might 
occur at some time in the future. 
But this increase in unemploy- 
ment is not indicative of that.” 
| Kennedy’s Prediction. 
| Kennedy, leading candidate for 
'the Democratic presidential 
nomination, has suggested in 
interviews in Los Angeles that 
a recession may develop by 
early 1961 if present economic 
policies are not changed. 

As evidence of this possibility, 
he cited the expected increase 
in unemployment, which was 
announced today by the Labor 
Department. He also foresaw 
trouble in the fact that steel 
plants have been operating at 
only 50 per cent of capacity. 

The Labor Department figures 
showed unemployment reached 
4,423,000 persons last month. 
That was the second highest for 
June since 1947. The only higher 
figure was 5,437,000 reached in 
June 1958 when the recession of 
that year was about at its peak. 

After being adjusted for sea- 
sonal influences, the number of 
persons out of work amounted to 
5.5 per cent of the labor force. 

Record Employment. 

Employment last month set a 
new record. There were 68,579,- 
000 persons at work compared 
with the previous record of 
67,594,000, established last July. 
Employment in June was 1,371,- 
000 higher than in May and 
1,237,000 higher tan in June 1959. 

Of the total gain in employ- 
ment between May and June, 
1,019,000 occurred in agricultural 
employment. There were 6,- 
856,000 persons working at agri- 
cultural jobs but this still fell 
short of the level of 7,231,000 | 
reached in June 1959.

A Senator's Dissent 

Your recent editorial, ‘‘An Odious 
Wiretap Bill,” has been brought to 
my attention. Since I believe it 
may be somewhat misleading, I 
would like to place the matter in 
perspective. 

S. 3340, the bill referred to in your 
editorial, was introduced in the 
Senate on April 6, 1960. That same 
day Representative Celler intro- 
duced an identical bill in the House 
of Representatives. These bills deal 
with a very narrow problem which 
has arisen under the Federal Com- 
munications act. 


The act has been interpreted as 
precluding all state regulation of 
wiretapping, even in connection 
with state court proceedings. The 
bills would simply make it clear 
that such wiretapping is permissi- 
ble if authorized by court order 
under state law. 

The bill would not give police and 
prosecutors “unquestioned freedom 
to tap wires,” nor does it in any 
way indicate a “‘scant respect for 
the right of privacy,”’ as stated in 
your editorial. The laws of New 
York and the few other states which 
require court orders, such as Mary- 
land and Oregon, contain every rea- 
sonable safeguard against arbitrary 
wiretapping. 

Under the New York law, for ex- 
ample, law enforcement officials 
applying for a court order must 
sign an affidavit under oath; the 
affidavit must set forth sufficient 
facts to justify the conclusion that 
there are reasonable grounds to 
believe that evidence of a crime 
can be obtained by wiretapping; 
and the applicants must subject 
themselves to examination by the 
court. Any person who fails to 
comply with these requirements is 
subject to criminal prosecution. 

Unless we are to give complete 
immunity to all crimes plotted by 
telephone, no fairer scheme for 
regulating this form’ of investiga- 
tion exists. Some have proposed 
that such immunity be accorded, 
but I find no logic or common 
sense in this proposal. There is 
nothing in the Constitution and 
there should be nothing in any law 
which establishes the telephone line 
as a privileged channel of commu- 
nication for members of the crim- 
inal underworld. 


I can assure you that I am aware 
of the importance of protecting the 
right of privacy against unreason- 
able invasions. You must realize, 
however, that the Constitution per- 
mits even a man’s pants pockets 
and home to be searched under the 
authority of court order. In my 
Opinion, the same limitation with 
respect to wiretapping, as is pro- 
vided in S. 3340, fully protects the 
legitimate interests of the parties 
involved.

Stevenson pickets circling on the outside, 
Democratic delegates seemingly determined 
to nominate Senator Kennedy on the inside 
—this was the Democratic National Conven- 
tion on its opening day in a glittering Los 
Angeles Sports Arena. 

The quadrennial political ritual has changed 
drastically in recent years, and there is rea- 
son to agree with observers like James Reston 
who consider it a fading anachronism which 
meets, not to arrive at a decision, but to 
register and ratify a decision already reached. 
In.the old days the delegates might have been 
impressed by the extraordinary stream of 
telegrams, telephone calls and petitions flow- 
ing to Los Angeles in behalf of Adlai E. 
Stevenson. They are evidently not impressed 
today. For all practical purposes their de- 
cision was reached before the convention 
opened. 

> >. . 

The way in which the mass communications 
media have taken over is emphasized by the 
physical pattern of the convention. This can 
hardly be called a meeting. It is rather the 
backdrop for a national television perform- 
ance. The unseen audience wholly dominates 
it. A great many of the delegates cannot even 
see the podium because the TV camera islands 
block their view. TV sets are strung around 
the building in great numbers, so that many 
delegates find themselves with eyes glued to 
the screen which records what they are sup- 
posed to be doing. 

Yet the ritual still retains its old forms, 
such as the traditional keynote speech by a 
temporary chairman whose sole significant 
function is to deliver the keynote speech. 
Senator Frank Church of Idaho performed in 
the accepted manner, but he did not lift many 
delegates out of their seats, perhaps because 
it is difficult to be carried away when one 
knows the speech is addressed to people 
thousands of miles away instead of to him.

In keeping with the convention’s accent on 
youth, Senator Church seemed pleasantly 
young, self-assured and superficial, polished 
and not very important. His speech may 
have gone over big on the television screen, 
but it had about it the quality of a college 
oration more than a summons to greatness. 

All keynoters must describe the world un- 
der the leadership of the opposite party as in 
a parlous condition. 

Senator Church did so, and this year there 
was enough truth to the charge to earn it 
more than usual attention. With another 
American plane shot down by the Russians, 
Cuba clamoring for protection from the U.N., 
Khrushchev rattling rockets, and our foreign 
position deteriorating almost daily, the need 
for the best new leadership, whether Demo- 
cratic or Republican, is self-evident. The 
pickets endlessly circling the convention 
arena thought the Democrats should offer 
their best man, but the delegates inside had 
different ideas. 


Aid for Latin America 


While President Eisenhower implies that 
his new aid program for Latin America is 
based on his experiences in a continental tour 
last winter, the program clearly follows events 
in Cuba. Nothing was said in February about 
new public assistance, and Latin America had 
about given up expecting it. But with the in- 
spiration of Cuba’s extreme left-wing trend, 
the Administration must seek to prevent such 
a trend elsewhere in the New World. 


No doubt Latin Americans will recall their 
old joke, that the only way for a country to 
get help from Washington is to threaten to go 
Communist. But surely most republics will 
welcome any economic help they can get. As 
the President noted, most of the neighbor na- 
tions remain under moderate leadership seek- 
ing orderly social growth, and they know as 
well as we do that the alternative may be dic- 
tators of either right or left. 


While “Latin America is passing through a 
social and political transformation,” the 
United States cannot ignore it. If the Ad- 
ministration had fully recognized this trans- 
formation earlier, and had offered more posi- 
tive assistance sooner, events in Cuba might 
not have taken their disastrous turn—though 
nobody can know for certain. In any case it 
is not too late to help the other sister repub- 
lics to transform themselves in accord with 
the Western world’s traditional democratic 
principles. 


S.O.8. from the Congo 


The new government of the Congo—which 
hardly has had an opportunity to establish 
its authority—has turned to the United Na- 
tions for help. And the Belgian Government, 
which has been forced to fly troops into the 
country from which it was withdrawing its 
authority, also has appealed for international 
help. These are the most hopeful decisions 
made amidst the violence, pillage and plunder 
which have given such a grim cast to the Con- 
go's achievement of independence. 

It probably is not very clear even to Pre- 
mier Lumumba and President Kasavubu pre- 
cisely what they expect the U.N. to do to keep 
their country from falling apart. But it cer- 
tainly is the duty of more advanced govern- 
ments, acting through the U.N., to make avail- 
able their experience and their resources to 
re-establish order. The time is gone when a 
few gunboats might put out of European or 
American harbors under forced draft, prepar- 
atory to a message that “the marines have 
landed and have the situation well in hand.” 
In an emergency which allowed no delay, Bel- 
gium did send paratroopers to protect lives, 
but Brussels properly invokes broader 
authority. 

Secretary General Hammarskjold also dis- 
played wisdom in calling a meeting of the 
nine African members of the U.N. before tak- 
ing further action. They should be able to 
make the most practical suggestions. While 
U.N. Under-Secretary Bunche is in the Congo 
to formulate plans for technical aid, these are 
bound to be of a long-range nature. The im- 
mediate problem is to put an end to what 
amounts to a refusal on the part of various 
tribes to give the new central government an 
opportunity to function as it should. 

Many of the natives apparently expected a 
well nigh miraculous change in their condi- 
tion overnight. Obviously they are ill pre- 
pared for self-government. Unfortunately, it 
will not be easy for the U.N. to improvise 
measures adequate to the occasion. Yet the 
international organization will have to meet 
the test. In doing so, it will have the great 
advantage of not being suspect, as any indi- 


vidual state might be, of attempting to revive

a more or less disguised colonialism. The 
U.N. will be acting on the invitation of the 
Congo to help the Congo. 


Another Incident 


A major puzzle in the Soviet disclosure that 
a missing United States jet reconnaissance 
plane was shot down by a Russian fighter 
pilot is the timing. It followed by two days 
the announcement that Francis Powers, the 
pilot of the ill-fated U-2 spy plane, would be 
tried for espionage, and jt preceded by a 
day the press conference at which Premier 
Khrushchey alleged that the two survivors 
of the reconnaissance plane admitted spying. 
According to the Russians, the downing of the 
American plane occurred July 1. 


The question is why the announcements 
should accompany the opening of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention.. Do the Russians 
think they can influence the outcome? And 
if so, what is their objective? It could be 
mere coincidence, but that is not like Soviet 
propaganda machinery. It must be concluded 
that the timing was deliberate. But it is diffi- 
cult to see how the convention can be influ- 
enced in any way on its choice of a presiden- 
tial nominee. It might be possible for the 
Soviet Union to exert an influence on the 
election proper, but we think Mr. Khrushchev 
can expect much the same treatment regard- 
less of whether a Republican or a Democrat 
is elected in November. ' 

As to the merits of the case, Moscow, so far 
as is known, does not have anything like the 
propaganda weapon it obtained when it 
brought down the Powers plane 1200 miles 
inside the Soviet Union on May 1, just before 
the aborted Paris summit meeting. The Rus- 
sians failed to trap the United States into an 
erroneous “cover” story, and President Eisen- 
hower, through Press Secretary Hagerty, 
issued a prompt and firm denial. Mr. Hagerty 
said the plane was over international waters. 
While the Russians said the reconnaissance 
plane was brought down over Soviet terri- 
torial waters in the Barents Sea, it could not 
have been far inside the boundary and could 
have been well outside. 


At the time the piane disappeared the 
United States Air Force said the plane was 
mapping magnetic fields in the extreme 
north; its last reported position was in the 
general area where the Russians said it was 
brought down. There is no proof of the Rus- 
sian charge that United States aerial espion- 
age is continuing in spite of President Eisen- 
hower’s pledge at Paris that U-2 flights over 
Russia would be discontinued. It is just as 
reasonable to believe that the plane was out- 
side Russian territory, or strayed over the 
line accidentally, as it is to give credence to 
the Soviet version. 


The incident falls too easily into the pat- 
tern of Soviet efforts to discredit Mr. Eisen- 
hower and force abandonment of United 
States bases not to be suspect. 


Mr. Lawrence’s Gesture 


A word of recognition should go to Gov. 
David L. Lawrence of Pennsylvania for the 
manner in which he handled the 81-vote Penn- 
sylvania delegation to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. Mr. Lawrence is highly re- 
spected among Democratic leaders and to 
show his faith in the processes of democracy 
he had the delegation listen to the contenders 
for the nomination before it caucused. 

We doubt whether any votes were changed 
by the appearance of Senators Kennedy, John- 
son and Symington or the spokesman for Adlai 
Stevenson, Senator Monroney, and yet we are 
glad that one of the party’s most powerful 
leaders thought it worthwhile to set such an 
example. This is the sort of thing former 
President Truman has been arguing for. Both 
Mr. Lawrence and Mr. Truman know that the 
big decisions are not made in this fashion, 
but perhaps more of them should be. 


A Phone Is Not a Pocket 


The Constitution permits even a man’s 
pockets to be searched, as Senator Keating 
reminds us in a letter on this page. But it per- 
mits only the search of a specific pocket for 
a specific object. That is why legal search 
and seizure and illegal wiretapping are as 
different as day and night. Once a tap is es- 
tablished, anything that may be said ovér 
almost any number of telephones may be 
heard and recorded, even the privileged con- 
versations of man and wife, doctor and pa- 
tient, lawyer and client. 

The Senator does not want the telephone 
line to be “a privileged channel of communi- 
cation for the criminal underworld.” Surely 
he does not believe that this is the purpose 
of the members of Congress, the judges and 
those others who oppose wiretaps. They 
dread affront and possible damage to thous- 
ands of non-criminals, They stand so firm 
because this eavesdropping reminds them, as 
it does The Washington Post, of those “gen- 
eral writs of assistance which James Otis 200 
years ago denounced as ‘the worst instrument 
of arbitrary power, the most destructive of 
English liberty, that ever was found in an 
English law book.’” 

With all deference, one cannot agree that 
the Senator’s bill deals with “a very narrow 
problem.” It would allow the states to make 
legal what federal law has made illegal. It 
would be, in effect, the nullification of a civil 
right. The requiremerft of a court order 
would mitigate the evil only slightly, if at 
all. There is no way for a court to confine 
wiretappers to listening to “evidence of a 
crime.” Also, safeguards cited by the Sena- 
tor frequently have been ignored in his own 
State. 

Circuit Attorney Eagleton of St. Louis ab- 
hors wiretaps. He is aware of their inherent 
evil. He refuses to disregard the liberties of 
the people for the sake of a risky police tool. 
He puts the horse in front of the cart. We 
fear that Senator Keating has reversed the 
order.

GAP, France, July 12 ~ 
From the summit of the 
mountain called Col de Perty, 
misty Alpine peaks stretched 
away in wave after gray blue 
wave as far as the eye could 
reach. The morning had been 
hot in Avignon in the soft 


valley of the Rhone but up | 


here 4000 feet in the sky a 
fresh wind was blowing, stiff 
and chilling. Col de Perty is 
a barren knob not close to 
anything or anybody, yet it 
looked like the bleachers in 
Yankee Stadium on a good 
day with the White Socks. 

From somewhere, by some 
means, they had come by the 
hundreds—wide-eyed kids and 
old pappy guys and weazened 
peasant women and young 
guys and exuberant giris 
waved at the press cars whir- 
ring by. They had been wait- 
ing for two or three hours, 
perched on rocks or camp 
chairs or just meandering 
about. Now a sense of ex- 
pectancy came over them all 
as a squadron of cops on mo- 
tor bikes came around the 
shoulder of the mountain. 

Then bicyclists in bright 
jerseys emerged from behind 
a rocky promontory. They 
came straining bitterly, lean- 
ing on to the pedals, teeth 
clenched, shaved limbs 
glistened with sweat—a little 
group of leaders in single file, 
then a gap, then a long clus- 
ter, then the laggards. 

This was the Tour de France 
topping the first challenging 
peak of the Alpine section of 
the course. There would be 
more and tougher heights to 
scale later, but this was 
enough to split out the men 
from the boys. 


2600-Mile Race 


The Tour de France, now 
being contested for the forty- 
seventh time since 1903, is an 
annual bike race of 2600 miles 
around the perimeter of 
France, over the Pyrenees and 
over the Alps. 


The day’s leg was the fif- | 


teenth of the course that began 
June 26 at Lille in the north, 
took the riders up into Belgium 
through Brussels and down the 
west coast, then east to this 


corner near Italy and Swtizer- | L 


land. Of the 120 starters, 88 
had made it into Avignon the 
previous night, hoping to reach 
Paris on July 17. 

In that ancient walled city 
which once was the seat of 
popes, there was festival but 
there was also mourning for 
the loss of a favorite, Roger 
Riviere from the French team. 
He had plunged off the road, 
hurtled through a gap in the 
retaining wall and plummeted 
75 feet, winding up in hospital 
with a broken vertebrae. 

In the over-all time reckon- 
ing, he had been second, only 
one minute 36 seconds behind 
Italy’s Gastone Nencini. 

An hour before the cyclists 
start the “publicity caravan” 
departs, a great parade of 
sound trucks and shills adver- 
tising commercial products. 
Then a platoon of motor cy- 
clists clear the road for the 
racers, who are followed by a 
control car and then a double 
file of press, radio, television 
and team cars carrying -the 
team managers and spare 
parts for broken bikes. 

Out of Avignon it was fairly 
level’ going for a while. In 
every village, streets were 
jammed. 


Spills and Tears 

For the first 50 miles of this’ 
110-mile leg, the road climbed 
gently toward the foothills of 
the Alps. Then the high hills 
begin, capped here and there 
by fortifications left over since 
the Roman Empire. Past a vil- 
lage named Pierrelongue, Al- 
bert Geldermann of Holland 
went into a ditch, crawled out 
with blood streaming down his 


_left leg, swiftly replaced a bent 


wheel, remounted and pumped 
hard to catch up with the 
pack. 

As the narrow road wound 
through a gorge, a Belgixn 
named Louis Proost crashed 
against the retaining wall. He 
remounted but was badly 
knocked about, and in a mile 
or so he had to give up. He 
wobbled over against the wall 
and sagged there, crying like 
a child. 

They went sweating up Col 
de Perty, went ripping down 
the far side at a blood-curdling 
50 miles an hour, and now the 
field had stretched out, with 
five riders in a cluster about a 
mile ahead of the main pack. 
Behind the latter were the 
stragglers, followed closely by 
a car that is called the 
“camion balai,” the “broom 
truck,” which gathers up the 
debris. 

Then it was up again around 
the devastating hairpin turns 
to Col de la Sentinelle and fi- 
pally down to this village, with 
a wild spring down a tree-lined 
street and Belgium’s Michel 
Van Aerde beating a Dutch- 
man named Van Den Borgh 
by inches for the day’s lap 
prize. The villagers milled and 
swooped and cheered and a 


dozen radio announcers bab-. 


bled and a truck rolled by ad- 

vertising bananas, ‘‘the fruit in 

the yellow jersey.”

AFTER 6-MONTH 
NARCOTICS DRIVE 


Twenty-three persons were un- 
der arrest today following an 
intensive six-month investigation 
of illegal narcotics operations in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county. 

City and county police, work- 
ing with federal narcotics agents, 
made the arrests Sunday and 
yesterday. Twenty persons were 
booked suspected of selling 
heroin and the others on suspi- 
cion of selling other forms of 
drugs, or of addiction. 

In charge of the investigation 
were Ernest H. Hall, agent in 
charge of the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics here; Capt. Thomas 
Brooks, commander of the city 
police narcotics division, and 
Capt. H, C. (Pat) Birmes, head 
of the county police security 
division. 

New undercover agents were 
brought to St. Louis by the fed- 
eral agency to make purchases 
from narcotics sellers.

United States Attor- 
ney William H. Webster, who 
made the indictments public to- 
day, described the raids as a

One _ five-count indictment 
charges Willis R. Johnson, 50 
years old, and Mrs. Vernita 
Overton, 25, both of the 4400 
block of Washington boulevard, 
with conspiracy to buy, transport 
and sel] heroin which had been 
illegally smuggled into this coun- 


ry. 

Webster said Johnson was one 
of the main suppliers to nar- 
cotics addicts in the St. Louis 
area. Johnson and Mrs. Overton 
are charged with arranging the 
purchase of narcotics in Chicago 
and bringing it here.

at political conventions sit on 
governor's offices and city halls 
across the land. 

Too, Johnson had to base his 
strength on the South, the old 
One-party citadel that once 
marched to Democratic conven- 
tions in formidable force—not 
able to control for a generation 
or more, but holding the power 
of veto. 

The South came to Los An- 
geles'this year confused, leader- 
less and bedraggled. And many | 
of the local leaders who were 
still publicly proclaiming solid 
support for Johnson were al- 
ready dealing with Kennedy's 
ubiquitous, tireless and appar- 
ently numberless outriders. 


IT WASN’T THAT ANY of the 


leaders lied to Lyndon. It is 


more likely that they themselves 
no longer want to admit pub- 
licly the truth they privately 
recognize. 

They are trapped by a single 
issue—race—and they know 
It has local currency of a kind 
that a Southern politician must 
count in terms of survival. Na- 
tionally it is an albatross that 
hangs around the neck of every 
Democratic politician. 

On this issue the South has to 
face the fact that it can not 
win. At the same time no South- 
ern leader can concede defeat 
So they are now in the process 
of fabricating a sullen minority 
dissent to the strong platform 
plank on civilerights, and get- 
ting ready to proclaim that the 
majority report was “‘crammed 
down our throats.” 

This has become a plaintive 
Southern refrain that sounds in 
every hotel corridor. But when 
it is Voiced in the heaviest corn- 
pone accent it is no longer 
coupled with a threat to bolt, 
The South has counted the votes, 
too, and this time around the 
old blackmail won’t work.

JOHN KENNEDY certified the | 


proposition when he announced 
to the New York Liberal party 
that he could win without the 
South, and left the implication 
that he might not be able to win 
with Dixie’s support. The South 
reacted with predictable public 
anger, and private recognition 
that he was probably right. 

So Lyndon Johnson came to 
Los Angeles to discover that 
Kennedy had made impressive 
inroads in almost every South- 
ern delegation. Even in Tennes- 
see, where the Governor and 
ostensible leader stil] proclaims 
his last-ditch loyalty to the Tex- 
an, there were Kennedy men 
who said they had the votes to 
lift the unit rule and swing the 
delegation to their youthful 
champion if need be. But as the 
countdown neared it did not 
look as if need would be, and 
nobody wanted to embarrass 
Tennessee’s Gov. Buford Elling- 
ton. 

Johnson had to have the South 
to win. He assumed he had it 
and worked long and hard on 
the non-Southern support he 
would also have to have. Osten- 
tatiously, Johnson became a 
Westerner — but while he was 
picking up some strength across 
the Mason-Dixon line, his as- 
sumed holdings were dwindling 
on the home grounds. 

MONDAY AFTERNOON the 
leaders of the delegation from 
South Carolina, which claims a 
patent on the rebel yell and re- 
members Fort Sumter the way 
Lyndon Johnson remembers the 
Alamo, declared for the record 
that there was nothing in the 
tough civil rights plank that 
would cause them to walk out of 
the convention. 

Senator Olin Johnston, holding 
court in an ascending elevator, 
as is the fashion at a political 
convention, formally stated the 
position: _ 

“We don’t like it. We hate it. 
It’s being forced upon us and it 
is a crime against humanity. 
But we didn’t come to the con- 
vention to walk out and we 
won't.” 

And what, the Senator was 
asked, did he propose to do per- 
sonally come November? 

He recited the ancient formula. 

“It may be,” he said, “‘that on 
election day I will decide to go 
fishing.” 

And it may be that no trout 
will be safe in any stream south 
of the. Potomac on the fateful 
first Tuesday. 

But it won’t help Lyndon John- 
son, and it won't Lelp the South, 
which has finally faced the fact 
that it can no longer ruin, as it 
discovered long ago it could no 
longer rule.

CITY ORDERS 
VACATING OF 9 
HOUSING UNIS 


Occupants of 87 apartments 
and five cellars—a total of 92 
units—in the Sheridan South area 


have been ordered to move out 
because of safety violations found 
in a house-to-house check by city 
building inspectors, Director of 
Public Safety Joseph P. Sestric 
said today. 

One of the buildings has been 
condemned because of structural 
defects, Sestric said. The others 
are to be vacated pending re- 
habilitation to make them suit 
able as living quarters. 

There were 2215 violations 
found in the inspection, an aver- 
age of 4.5 per building, Sestric 
pointed out. This is a slightly 
higher rate than the number in 
the Sheridan North area, the first 
checked by the inspectors. 

Sheridan South contains 26 
blocks and is bounded roughly 
by Grand and Delmar boule- 
vards, Easton avenue and Beav- 
mont street. The house-to-house 
inspections were started after 
several fires last winter in 
which occupants lost their lives. 

Defects found in the Sheridan 
South district included 886 build- 
ing code violations, 693 fire 
hazards, 505 improper electrical 
installations and 195 health code 
violations. The electrical viola- 
tions include 312 cases of faulty 
wiring which have been referred 
to city electrical inspectors, 
Sestric said. 

Occupants of premises where 
safety hazards have been found 
have been ordered to move as 
soon as possible, Sestric said. 
City inspectors have reported 
generally good co-operation in 
their visits, he added.

One was the brilliant 
English orator, William 
Pitt. It is said that only an 
attack of gout prevented 
him from stopping passage 
of the Stamp Act, a meas- 
ure that speeded the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 

The other was Benjamin Franklin, whose diplomatic 
genius (despite his throbs of gout) did so much to win Ameri- 
can freedom and establish our national unity. 


HAL BOYLE 


Those who laugh at gout do so in the belief that it 
is a heaven-sent penalty for high living. The truth is 
that gout is an inheritable metablic disorder, a form of 
arthritis that afflicts more suspected sinners than 
known saints only because at any one time the world 
usually holds many sinners, few saints. 


The long and honorable history of gout is recalled in the 
current issue of Geriatrics by two physicians, L. Maxwell 
Lockie and Richard G. Cooper, both of Buffalo, N. Y. 


Gout, which is manifested by painful deposits in the joints 
and body cartilage and accompanied by a high uric acid 
content in the blood, is one of the oldest diseases known to 
man. 

It was accurately described by Hippocrates, the ‘‘Father 
of Medicine,’’ and others as early as the Fifth century, B.C. 
As early as the Seventeenth century Thomas Sydenham, ‘‘The 
English Hippocrates,’’ classified gout as a form of arthritis 
and gave his view that victims “have received ill seeds of 
the disease from their parents by inheritance.” 


Pointing out that the ailment afflicted many gifted 
intellectual men—‘‘kings, generals, admirals, philoso- 
phers’—Sydenham remarked gout “destroys more 
wise men than fools.” 

Despite this testimonial from a great physician 
(Sydenham suifered from gout 30 years himself), 
the general public continued to ridicule the lonely 
heroes of gout as men paying the price of their own 
excessive dissipation in food and drink—and maybe 
lechery, too,

physicians ceased to diagnose it, for patients would rather 
patronize a doctor who could think up a better name. 

Today, say Drs. Lockie and Cooper, gout is the one form 


of arthritis that can be easily managed by medicine and diet. 


“No longer does a business man find it necessary to stay 


away from work because of gouty arthritis,” they say. 

So if you want to become the first man in your neighbor- 
hood with a distinctive disease, never mind bragging about 
your ulcer. Ulcers are commonplace. Gout is the thing. Gout 
is becoming fashionable as well as respectable.

On Hong Kong Suit 


LONDON. 
MANY PEOPLE have been kind enough to write us as to 
the status of the suits we bought in Hong Kong less than two 
months ago. We bought three suits at the going rate of $25 


each, and all were delivered within 24 hours with our name’ 


sewn in the inside coat 
pocket. 

We're happy to report 
that all three suits have 
held up remarkably well. 
The fawn-colored light- 
weight easy-to-wash seer- 
sucker was laundered the 
other day and although one 
pants leg shrunk six inch- 
es, our name in the inside 
pocket did not shrink at 
all. 

The hair-striped shark- 
skin lounge suit, which our 
Hong Kong tailor told us 
was the latest thing Jack 
Paar was wearing, has also 
held up remarkably well, 
except for the pants pock- 
ets, which keep slipping 
down, forcing our keys to 
fall out. 

The only suit we've real- 
ly had any trouble with has been a gray flannel, two-buttoned 
daytime model which, according to the Chinese tailor, could 
be handed down from father to son for the next five gener- 
ations. The suit never did feel exactly right, even when we 
tried it on in Hong Kong, but the tailor assured us that this 
was because of the Kowloon humidity, and once we went to a 
drier climate it would fit like a glove. 

If we had thought it out at the time, we really didn’t want 
the suit to fit like a glove—we wanted it to fit like a suit. 

Since we had to make a short trip to London last week, 
we decided to bring the suit over and take it to a Savile 
Row tailor and see if he could do anything with it. 


Rather than drag it with us, we chose to wear it over 
to the tailor’s.

When we walked in, one of the tailors rushed over, 
and said: ‘“‘What happened, sir? Were you in an acci- 
dent?” “No,” we explained, “I bought this suit in 
Hong Kong and it doesn’t seem to fit quite right.

The tailor was reluctant to touch it. ‘“‘I’ll have to call in a 
specialist,” he said. ‘‘I don’t want to take the responsibility 
for this.”’ 

He called over another tailor, who turned white when he 
saw the suit. 

He muttered: ‘‘It’s the worst case of Hong Kong suiting 
I’ve ever seen. There are multiple fractures of the centre 
vent, bad cuts over the slant pockets, abrasions on the 
seat seam, high waist suppression, and the shoulders. have 
to be completely relined. We'll have to operate at once.” 

“You're the doctor,’’ we said nervously. 


“These things are never easy. You see, although we've 
made great strides in tailoring, we still haven't discovered a 
cure for the Hong Kong suit.”’ 

Three hours later we limped out, practically a new man. 
Saving a Hong Kong suit does not come under Blue Cross and 
we had to pay for the operation in cash. It cost us $90, but 
it was worth it. Unless you looked at the label you would 
never know where the suit came from. And the only time it 
hurts is when it rains.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Parkinson’s Disease 


WHAT CAN YOU DO about Parkinson’s Disease? Quite a 
lot. 

First, do not dwell on the fact that the infirmity exists. 
True, it is more difficult for a person to move, and the 
tremor or trembling is a nuisance—but it is far less an 
affliction than so many other things we know about. There 
is no hazard to life; there is no loss of hearing, vision, 
mental activity, etc. So avoid pity, excessive sympathy and 
the like, which serve only to make the trouble seem worse 
than it truly is. 

Second, in clothing, zippers should be substituted for 
bittons. This makes dressing easier. Frequently-used articles 
in the home should be placed where they are readily acces- 
sible without undue reaching or groping. ; 

Third, physiotherapy helps—and in thts regard I put 
special emphasis on a very simple but useful thing: special 
exercises which can be performed at home. These can be 
readily learned at rehabilitation centers which these days 
are operating in most large communities. The exercises are 
not difficult, but they lessen the rigidity of muscles, improve 
balance, posture, co-ordination and gait. 

Fourth, warm baths are helpful. (Relaxing, for one thing.) 


Fifth, the patient. should keep busy, or be kept 
occupied. He should be encouraged quietly but help- 
fully. If he (or she) is still in business,. moving his 
desk where he is not quite so conspicuous if his hand 
trembles as he writes or dials a phone. This may be 
a useful factor in making him more self-confident. 

Sixth, various drugs can ease the muscular 
tension. There are a variety of them, and it is some- 
times advantageous to change from one to another 
from time to time, depending on the effectiveness. 
Hence regular attention by the doctor is sound practice. 


Seventh, and last, and most spectacular when it is suitable 
for a particular case and is successfully performed, is 
surgery. Since a very localized area in the brain is respon- 
sible for the muscle tension and tremors, it is possible in 
some severe cases to resort to surgery. In such cases, this 
small area is ‘“‘short-circuited,”’ or ‘‘paralyzed,’’ with the 
result that the trembling, or palsy, is mitigated. 

This is a matter of brain surgery, and therefore not a 
simple procedure to be attempted without due reason. All 
the same, in cases which warrant it, and give indications of 
success, surgery is proving to be effective. 

Since medical treatment (all the things I discussed in the 
first six items today) is usually effective and helpful, it 
should be given a thorough trial before resorting to surgery. 
As always, my advice will continue to be: try the simplest, 
least expensive, safest remedies first, unless there is com- 
pelling reason for using drastic methods at once. And in this 
case, there is no need for haste. 

Incidentally, as our older population increases, we 
naturally must expect Parkinson’s disease to become more 
frequent. On the other hand, such cases, earlier in life, 
which are due to serious brain infection (encephalitis and 
the like) are decreasing.

Eighth and last in a series by 
a white author who darkened his 
skin and lived for a time as a 
Negro in the Deep South.

IN MONTGOMERY, the capital 
of Alabama, I absorbed a new 
atmosphere from both sides. The 
feeling of utter hopelessness I 
found among Negroes elsewhere 
in the South is replaced in Mont- 
gomery by a spirit of passive re- 
sistance. The Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s influence, like an echo 
of Gandhi’s, prevails. Non-violent 
and prayerful resistance to dis- 
crimination is the keynote. The 
Negro following the Rev. Mr. 
King’s leadership has commit- 
ted himself to a definite and dig- 
nified stand. He will go to jail, 
suffer any humiliation, but he will 
not back down. He will take in- 
sults and abuses stoically so that 
his children may be spared them 
in the future. 


I felt that the two races stood 
like blocks of concrete, and that 
the moral issues of right and 
wrong, of justice and injustice, 
were lost to view by the whites. 
They had let the basic question 
degenerate to one of who would 
win. 

The Negroes with whom I as- 
sociated feared two things. They 
feared that one of their own 
might commit an act of violence 
that would jeopardize their posi- 
tion by allowing the whites to say 
they were too dangerous to have 
their rights. They also feared 
the awful tauntings of irrespon- 
sible white men—the frame-ups, 
the jailings. 


The situation in Montgomery 
was so strange I decided to try 
passing back into white society. 
I stopped the regular medica- 
tion to darken my skin and did 
not leave my room except at 
night. 


From then on in my venture 
into understanding, I was to zig- 
zag back and forth from Negro 
to white. I tested my theory that 
the Negro sees a side of the white 
that other whites seldom see, 
just as the Southern white usually 
sees only the side of the Negro 
in a light distorted by prejudice. 

So some days after my arrival 
in Montgomery I left my room 
at midnight, and went to the 
white sector of downtown Mont- 
gomery. A policeman nodded af- 
fably to me and J] knew then 
that I had successfully passed 
back into white society, that I 
was once again a first-class citi- 
zen, that doors into cafes, rest- 
rooms, libraries, movies, con- 
certs, schools and churches were 
open to me again. 

After so long as a Negro I! 
could not readjust easily when | 
entered a restaurant. I took a 
seat beside white men at the 
counter and the waitress smiled 
at me as though I were human. 
And it was a miracle. I ordered 
food and was served and it was 
a miracle. I went to the rest-

room and was not molested. No 
one said: ‘‘What’re you doing in 
here, nigger?” 

No one gave me the hate stare. 

I knew that out there in the 
night roamed men who were as 
I had been before—Negroes. Not 
one of them .could go into a place 
and buy a cup of coffee at this 
time of the night. Instead of 
opening the door into restrooms, 
they looked for alleys. 

To them, as to me, access to 
these simple human conveniences 
would be a miracle. 

Though I felt comfort in the 
restaurant, I felt no joy in it. I 
saw smiles, benign faces, cour- 
tesies—a side of the white man 
I had not seen in weeks—and I 
remembered too well the other 
side. 

I ate the white meal, drank the 
white water, received the white 
smiles and wondered why? Why? 

I left the cafe and walked to 
the elegant Whitney Hotel. A 
Negro porter rushed to take my 
knapsacks. He gave me _ the 
smiles, the “‘Yes, sir—yes, sir.” 

I felt like saying, ‘‘You'’re not 
fooling me.”’ 

Montgomery looked altogether 
different to me the next morning. 
The face of white humanity 
smiled.

Shy Rock Hudson Says He 


Dislikes Movie Love Scenes

HOLLYWOOD, July 12 (AP). 


ROCK HUDSON, one of the 
screen's most in-demand stars, 
is back at work after more than 
a year of idleness. And he 
couldn’t be happier. 

For months, fan magazines 
shot endless layouts showing him 
on his yacht at nearby Newport 
Beach, making it seem he pre- 
fers sailing to moviemaking. Not 
so, says he. 

‘How many times,”’ he asks, 
“can you go out on a boat?”’ 

Rock blames his long layoff 
in part, at least, on Universal- 
International’s inability to find 
scripts for him. 

“Somebody goofed,” says 
Rock. “I’m an actor who oc- 
casionally likes to sail. Not a 
sailor who occasionally likes to 
act.” 

If Rock’s layoff followed a 
flop, it would not be hard to 
understand. His followed a 
smash—‘‘Pillow Talk,’’ in which 
he was hailed as a comedy find. 

“I like comedy,” he says, “‘be- 
cause when you make love for 
laughs it’s not so embarrassing 
to do it in front of the crew.”’ 

Rock had instructed his agent 
to look for comedy scripts. Good 
ones don’t come around too 
often, which is one reason he 
was idle so long. 

“PILLOW TALK” producer 
Ross Hunter sees Hudson as a 
new Cary Grant. 

“IT never could see him on a 
horse,”” observes Hunter. ‘‘He’s 
just too big for those poor 
horses. Rock is certainly one of 
the screen’s most handsome 
men and blessed with lots of 
charm. He belongs in a drawing 
room, not a corral.” 

Most other producers—and ap- 
parently the fans—think other- 
wise. 

John Wayne says that Hudson 
is the only one of the new crop 
who poses a threat to him, Gary 
Cooper, Jimmy Stewart and 
Clark Gable, the long and hard- 
riding core of rugged screen he- 
roes. 

Not so long ago, a theater 
owners’ group nominated Rock 
as the new king of Hollywood.

‘Aren't you’ encouraging race- 
mixing?’’ they ask. I hear this 
from the professional Southern- 
ers.

I believe the 
Negro does not want to mix 
races any more than the white 
man; he wants and must have his 
rights as a human being and as 
a citizen of this country. 


“Aren’t you exaggerating the 
power and the danger of the 
white racists?”’ they say. 

“T think not,” I say. ‘‘As soon 
as they learned of my experi- 
ment—before they ever read my 
findings—they began to harass 
and threaten me, warning me 
never to return to my home in 
Mansfield (Tex.). When I did re- 
turn, they claimed I had betrayed 
my own people. They hanged me 
in effigy. They made worse 
threats still. They did this with- 
out finding out what I had to say, 
without realizing it was my love 
for them as for all human beings 
that led me to make this study. 

“Who made these threats? Not 
the thinking citizens who form the 
majority in Mansfield. No — it 
was the small group of haters 
and bullies. 


“This is the pattern over the 
South. The white man who 
speaks for fréedom, truth, jus- 
tice and cempassion will be 
persecuted by the small group, 
while the large group of essen- 
tially decent souls will remain 
silent, fearing to speak up, fear- 
ing the terrible reprisals that 
can be brought against them.” 


Thus, the lowest element pro- 
vides the loudest voice and ex- 
erts the most influence. 

“What is the solution?’ they 
ask. 

It is first of all to throw out 
trash about racial superiority and 
racial inferiority; to realize that 
the finest biblical scholars find 
no possible justification in the 
Bible for racial discriminaticn. 
The myths and cliches about the 
Negro’s inferior moral and in- 
tellectual capacities are easily 
proven untrue. 

“Then the idealistic solution be- 
comes the most practical one— 
to realize in all its strength what 
our nation’s founders knew: That 
the only safe way men can live 
together on this earth is the way 
Of justice, reason, freedom and 
charity. The alternatives all lead 
to loss of liberty and to rule by 
dictatorship that ultimately op- 


presses all of us.”’

Q. One of our three cats has 
infectious feline anemia, Our 
two others seem healthy, but 
we’re wondering if it is con- 
tagious? 


A. I'm afraid it is, and ex- 
tremely so. The disease is caused 
by an organism (hemobartonella 
felis) and seems to occur mainly 
among older cats. It is doubtful 
that the animal can take advan- 
tage of his other eight lives if 
this disease seizes on him. Death 
usually occurs within 28 to 31 
days after the first symptoms 
appear. Although feline anemia 
was not described until 1953, we 
are diagnosing it with increasing 
frequency. The suspect cat should 
have an immediate blood count 
for positive diagnosis, as the 
symptoms are often only slug- 
gishness, lack of appetite, and 
pale mucous membrane. If the 
blood count is normal 21 days 
after exposure, the animal is 
free from danger. At this writ- 
ing, the only available treatment 
for the affected pet is transfu- 
sion of whole blood and anti- 
biotics.

Problem ot Germany 


HYDE PARK, July 12. 


I HAVE RECEIVED an interesting letter from a gentle- 
man in Seattle, Wash., who argues that the United States 
and. Russia should come to terms on the question of Germany 
as soon as possible. He feels that German reunification should 
be forgotten, but that East Germany must be recognized. In 
this way, he says, we would normalize relations with Russia 
and still keep faith with our Western allies, since West Ger- 
many would be protected from Communism. 


Few people, he contends, actually want the reunification 
of Germany, for to many Europeans this would bring fear 
instead of peace—the fear that if a reunited Germany should 
align itself with any group against the western allies, it would 
for the third time become a menace to the peace of 
Europe. 


He also peints out the danger that threatens the 
whole world—including Soviet Russia—in the rapidly 
increasing population of Communist China. Already, 
he says, 650,000,000 industrious and energetic Chinese 
are demanding a better standard of living, though 
they now are barely able to live at a bare subsistence 
level as far as food is concerned. The fact that their 
present population increase is annually adding 15,000,- 
000 new mouths to be fed poses a new problem which 
al] their neighbors should consider seriously. 


I think this gentleman has raised some thought-provoking 
points of interest not only to the countries of the West, but 
to those of Asia as well.
